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New York Supreme

NEW YORK. — State Supreme 
Court Justice Salvatore A. Cotillo, 
holder of the decoration Knight 
Commander of the Crown of Italy 
received from Premier Benito 


Mussolini and one of the most im- 
portant Italo - American political 
leaders, has cabled the Italian Pre- 
mier urging him to postpone exe- 
eution of last week’s racial decree 
until he can go to Rome and plead 
with the Duce for modification of 
its terms. 

Acting after he had been ap- 
proached by a committee of prom- 
jnent Jews, Justice Cotillo sent 
the message, which said that there 
was serious talk of boycotting Italy 
in New York City. He declared 
he was actuated by the purpose of 
keeping unimpaired the friendly 
contacts between Italians and Jews 
in America. hag 

“J am sure when all the facts 
are presented before you, Your Ex- 
cellency would modify the strong 
terms of the new edict,” the cable 
said. It added: “I would respect- 
fully suggest exploration for fur- 
ther channels permitting friendli- 
est intercourse, materia] and spirit- 
ual, to continue. Tolerance hereto- 
fore displayed by you has achieved 
wonderful results.” 

A. resolution. condemning: Italian 
anti-Semitic acts will be introduced 
next month at the convention of 
the American Sons of Italy, one of 
the largest Italo-American fratern- 
al organizations, it was announced 
by Philip Bongiorno, former presi- 
dent of the organization, who holds 
an Italian Government decoration 
for war service. 

‘Italians as well as Americans 
of Italian extraction in America 
are overwhelmingly not in sym- 
pathy with the anti-Semitic move- 
ment and measures in Italy and 
are thoroughly ashamed of them,” 
Mr. Borgiano said in a statement. 


20,000 Escape 
Italian Decrees

Pan-Arabic Meet 
Demands Action

CAIRO. — Abolition of treaties 
between Arab countries and Great 
Britain if London does not accept 
Arab demands on Palestine was 
proposed by Deputy Buchda of the 
Egyptian Parliament to 2,500 Ar- 
abs from ten countries attending 
a Pan-Arab Congress on Palestine 
under the auspices of the Egyptian 
Parliamentary Committee for Pal- 
estine. The proposal was opposed 
by the Iraq delegate, who asserted 
that it was impossible to fight Eng- 
land and declared that a policy of 
persuasion was needed. 

A plenary session discussed var- 
ious proposals regarding the Holy 
Land, including a plan submitted 
by Fares Bey Khoury, Christian 
Arab of Syria and vice-president 
of the congress, with the approval 
of the exiled ex-Mufti of Jerusa- 
lem, that an Arab government be 
established in Palestine, similar to 
those in Iraq and Syria, allied with 
Britain by treaty, that the problem 
of the Jewish minority be solved 
by the Arab government and that 
the Balfour Declaration and Pales- 


j.tine mandate be denounced as ille-, 


gal. 

The ex-Mufti, who organized the 
Arab Supreme Committee which 
conducted the Palestine general 
strike of 1936, did not appear at 
the congress, reportedly because 
the authorities in Lebanon, where 


he has found refuge, would not 
permit him to come here. His 
nephew, Jamal el Husseini, sub- 


mitted a motion that the congress 
proceed behind closed doors, on 
the ground that it was useless to 
publicize its plans, and after de- 
bate the motion was adopted. 

The opening of the congress was 
featured by violent attacks against 
Britain and the Jews by Moham- 
med Ali Allouba, former Egyptian 
Minister of Education and presi- 
dent of the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee on Palestiné, who opened 
the session; Mokhless of Iraq and 
Khoury, who called Britain a 
friend of the Jews. Barakat, Speak- 
er of the Egyptian Chamber of 
Deputies, was elected president of 
the congress. The speeches were 
delivered from a tribune which was 
picturesquely installed under a 
huge tent. 

Meanwhile, Chief Rabbi Haim 
Nahum Effendi left for Alexandria 
to confer with King Farouk, pre- 
sumably in connection with the 
Arab congress. Egyptian news- 
papers published editorials declar- 
ing unanimously that although the 
Egyptian people sympathized with 
the Palestine Arabs they enter- 
tained the friendliest feelings to- 
ward the Jews of this country. 
They pointed out that the Oriental 
Jews had often disavowed Zionism.

U.S. ORGANIZATIONS FIGHT BRITAIN’S 
THREAT TO YIELD PALESTINE TO ARABS

NEW YORK.—Zionist organizations rallied this week—with the 
aid of important non-Zionist Jewish bodies—to protest to the British 
Government against the reported threat to the Jewish homeland in 
Palestine and to seek the intervention of the United States Govern- 
ment against scrapping of the Balfour Declaration. 

Faced with what they feel is the greatest political threat to Jew- 
ish national aspirations in the Holy Land, Zionist organizations formed 
a National Emergency Committee and began the establishment of 
emergency councils throughout the country to organize public opinion 
against London’s reported intention to make concessions to Arab 
violence. 

One form which the protest took was an appeal for the sending 
of telegrams to President Roosevelt and Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull asking American action in behalf of the Jews. A form telegram 
was published in Jewish newspapers. It was said that thousands had 
wired Washington in the first days of the drive. 

“Deeply alarmed over reports England planning convert Pales- 
tine into Arab state and stop Jewish immigration,” the telegram says, 
“This would wreck great Jewish constructive enterprise and doom 
mass of Jews whom world has made outcasts and refugees without 
giving them opportunity for new settlement. Such betrayal Jewish 
hopes violates British pledge not to change status of Palestine with- 
out consulting America. Jewry would owe you new debt of gratitude 
if you could act to avert threatened tragedy to Jewish lives and Jew- 
ish hopes.” 

Intense activity was apparent among Zionist groups here. Leaders 
of all Zionist organizations conferred to close their ranks in view of 
the Palestine crisis. Dr. Solomon Goldman, president of the Zionist 
Organization of America, arrived here by airplane from Chicago and 
announced that he would remain in New York for the duration of the 
crisis.

Jewish workers in Palestine sacrificed 
their lives in building up arid country into civilized settlements, Fair- 
minded people, irrespective of political or social creed, expect Your 
Majesty’s Government to widen, not to close immigration door to Pal- 
estine.” 

The American Jewish Committee, in a cable sent to Dr. Weizmann 
for transmission to Mr. MacDonald, signed by Sol M. Stroock, chair- 
man of its executive committee, said: “The American Jewish Com- 
mittee expresses the earnest hope that the British Government will 
continue to exercise the responsibilities of mandate for Palestine in 
accordance with the principles of the Balfour Declaration.”

. The Editor’s Chair, 

I have just read what is to me 
a touching account of the heroism 
’ of the girls of Meir Shfeya, Junior 
Hadassah’s village in Palestine, 
and through the means of my chair 
I pass it on to you. It was writ- 
ten by Julian Meltzer and was 
printed in The Zionist Review, of 
London, England. 

Sunny-faced girls with long 
braids tossed over their shoulders, 
of the type you see swinging along 
with books in a strap on their way 
to school in America or England 
or South Africa, are carrying rifles 
for the defense of their little vil- 
lage near Zichron Jacob, in Erez- 
Israel. 

‘Clad in khaki blouses and khaki 
shorts, and with the familiar ghaf- 
firs kalpack (grey fur hat) 
perched jauntily on their heads, 
they patrol Meir Shfeya, the Chil- 
dren’s Village at the southern end 
of Mount Carmel, which has been 
settled by orphan girls from Bes- 
sarabia for many years. It is the 
village supported by the Junior 
Hadassah of America. 

Some of these sturdy youngsters 
have barely passed the age of 14. 
But they take a man’s place on 
guafd. They are trained systemat- 
ically in marksmanship; they can 
shoot standing, kneeling or lying 
down, and they can shoot straight. 
They are versed in real Army drill 
and each girl stands guard in shifts 
from 6 to 9:15 at night. 

These young Amazons are the 
product of the new Erez-Israel, of 
a generation which is proud to 
claim the title of Jew. They are 
determined not to let the maraud- 
er thrust his devastating hand to 
clutch their precious village, their 
home. ‘ 








Jews In A Crisis 


N the unanimity with which Jewish organiza- 

tions, both local and national, responded to 
the appeal of the Jewish Agency for protests 
against England’s threatened withdrawal from 
Palestine, is indicated, even in these destructive 
days, the strongest Jewish unity probably since 
the days of the Temple. 

In Indianapolis and in Louisville, as in every 
other city throughout Kentucky and Indiana, 
heads of local organizations were spurred into 
action by wireless messages from national 


headquarters. Immediately telephones buzzed, ex- © 


ecutive committees took council, and a stream of 
messages began to pour into the office of Secre- 


tary of State Hull in Washington. No longer did 
Orthodox wait to see what action Reform might 
take; no longer did the Spanish Jew hold up 
action to see what the Russian or Polish Jew 
might do; B’nai B’rith, American Jewish Com- 
mittee, Hadassah, Council, in fact everyone with 
one fell swoop sprung into action, and with a 
sincerity that was enheartening, told the world, 
and the powers that be, that American Jews 
stood unalterably against England’s contemplated 
abandonment of the Balfour Declaration, Jewish 
achievements in Palestine, and the hopes of tens 
of thousands of Jews for a haven in their Home- 
land.

If the B’nai B’rith Magazine has reached a 
new high, such publication as The Shofar, organ 
of the A. Z. A., and the Hadassah News Letter, 
cannot be ignored. It is definitely true that the 
publications of national Jewish organizations 
have reached a new high. Some of the articles 
in The Hadassah News Letter, such as the early 
history as related by Mrs. David de S Ja Pool, 
should be preserved as gems of Jewish history. 
In place of serving the single purpose of publish-

Current Comment 


The Jewish Press, of Omaha, Neb., Comments 
on Senator Burke’s Praise of Nazis.—Senator 
Burke, whose fairness is not to be questioned, 
has unfortunately fallen into the error of s0 
many tourists who visit Germany. He has re- 
turned from a short stay there expressing senti- 


ments that reveal a lack of perception, and that 
seem strange coming from one whose whole 
career in the Senate has been based on an antag- 
onism toward regimentation. 

The day he was reported as telling of the great 
happiness among all classes in Germany, a non- 
Jewish woman, speaking before a non-Jewish 
gathering here, told how it was impossible for 
a visitor to Germany to judge accurately the 
conditions in the Reich because of the clever 
way they are covered over. 

As Senator Burke reported on the evident 
prosperity, this woman, who had returned from 
a long residence in the Reich, described the 
strange, happy sensation of once more being in 
a country where it is possible to buy the neces- 
sities of life without being forced to present a 
food card. 

Certainly Senator Burke is entitled to express 
himself on what he has seen, but in all fairness 
to the critics of the Nazi regime—to which group 
he has always belonged—he should have given 
voice to the justified suspicion that in a dicta- 
torially-controlled nation, one sees only what he 
is supposed to see. 


The Jewish Exponent of Philadelphia Hails 
The Good Will of a Presbyterian Minister.—The 
Rev. William C. McCormick and the members of 
the Bethlehem Presbyterian Church at Broad 
and Diamond Streets adjoining Congregation 
Adath Jeshurun are to be commended for the fine 
spirit of good will and of good fellowship evi- 
denced last Monday and Tuesday—the days ush- 
ering in the. Jewish New Year. Instead of the 
customary announcements pertaining to the 
church, the Bulletin Board on Broad Street, in 
electrically lighted letters, extended “Best wish- 
es for a New Year rich in blessings for our Jew- 
ish friends and neighbors.”

Carl Alpert, General Manager of The Jewish 
Advocate of Boston, Discusses The Anglo-Jewish 
Press.—The Jewish Advocate is not the best 
paper in the world. No, that is the Jewish Cron- 
icle in London, where despite stodgy British 
journalism, the Jewish community turns out a 
weekly which is without peer. 

The tragic part of this whole thing is that 
despite the wide circulation of the Advocate, 
and the position of respect which it holds in this 
community, some people still go to their daily 
papers for news of Jewish significance. I have 
been keeping a file of all the “boners” committed 
by the Boston daily papers in handling Jewish 
news—all the comedies and errors, all the ignor- 
ance and stupidity. The clippings make a most 
interesting display. 

Some day I shall sit down and write my feel- 
ings about one or two other Anglo-Jewish papers 
—about their principles and tactics. Some of 
these out-of-town publications have come into 
New England. Under false pretenses, by prevar- 
ication and outright lying, their solicitors have 
obtained funds from local Jews, for personal sub- 
scriptions and as donations, and have injured the 
profession of Jewish journalism. As I say, some 
day, when I feel properly indignant, I shall set 
down in detail what I think of these other papers.
